want none of it. But when we speak of capitalism upon which 
our economy rests— the direst antithesis of communism— 
we do so with bated breath and apologetic mien. Why this 
fearful and guarded attitude toward the very secret of our 
economic success and prosperity? Why so timid in behalf of 
the only system that has stood the test in peace and in war, 
in every crisis imposed upon it, a system that has never 
failed to properly reward individual initiative, ability and 
ambition? 
Who Are Capitalists? 
Just what is wrong with capitalism anyhow? 1j*t us con­ 
sider tin* nature of it and how it functions: 
Tile first capitalist was the man who Spent less than his pendant Americans 
income, or, before the time of money or a medium of ex-

change, consumed less than he produced. 
When a man spends less than he earns we usually refer to 
his savings as thrift. Thus he is a capitalist to the extent 
that he accumulates savings. 
Five such thrifty men now join or pool their savings and 
organize a little company. For their money they receive 
so-called st<x*k certificates. These certificates represent the 
capital stock of the company; in other words, the accumu­ 
lated, pooled savings of the five men which will now be used 
in conducting the company’s business. If the little company

Berlin, April 3 i/lh The U. S. 
Army,
